It was a piece of cowardice on the 


part of the police force of Milwaukee not 
to furnish Mr. Allis tho protection he 
needed aud should havo received prompt- 
ly. 
Mr. Allis also issued to his work- 


men the following card : 


"I desire in this public manner to ex- 


press 10 those of my employes who re- 
quested mo to keep my works running 
in accordance with the settlement made 
with their committee, my sincere regrets 
at being, temporarily at least, uuabie to 
do HO from throats of violence. I also 
wish hero to heartily thank each and 
every IUBO who, at my call, left the work 
they wore quietly pursuing, and bravely 
gua'rded the entrances, and unaided, 
drove back the mob ot misguided men 
who, with clubs and shouts, were seek- 
ing entrance. I feel that to their prompt 
and energetic action is due tho preserva- 
tion of property, and what is of greater 
account, the avoidance ot the bloodshed 
that might have followed a collision 
insirte tho works.
